HINTS FOR AVOIDING SOME 
ILLS OF PUPILS’ LIVES 
The state board of 
health 
of 
Rhode Island has issued some rules 
for observance by pupils in the pub­ 
lic schools which may be followed by 
the children in the Dixon school with 
profit. 
The rules are very brief and 
as 
follows: 
Don’t put pencils in your mouth 
or moisten the point with your lips. 
Don’t put your fing ers 
in your 
mouth. 
Don’t trade candy that has been 
bitten, 
apple cores, chewing 
g um, 
whistles or anything that can be put 
Into the mouth. 
Don’t forg et to wash your hande 
clean. Wash the face often, as there 
is less chance of infection in cases 
Bvhere a child is coming down with 
Bome disease if the parts around the 
nose and mouth are kept free from 
secretions. 
Don’t spit on a slate. 
Don’t borrow or lend 
handker­ 
chiefs 
mufflers or hats. 
By following these rules much of 
the contag ious sickness 
in public 
•ehools can be avoided. 


ST. ANNE BANK CLOSED BY 
RUN OF DEPOSITORS 
Kankakee, 111., Aug . 31— Alarmed 
by reports of recent bank failures in 
different parts of the country, scores 
of depositors made a run on the pri­ 
vate bank of Aug ust Foutra at St. 
'Anne, Thursday that lasted all dsy 
and resulted in the closing of the in­ 
stitution today. 
The amount still due the deposit­ 
ors is $8 ,000, to offset which 
Mr. 
Foutra schedules notes to the amount 
of $20,000 and real estate valued at 
$50,000, including 
an 
apartment 
building on Sheridan drive, Chicag o. 
Most of the depositors of the bank 
are farmers. 


POSTAL CLERKS WANT 
MORE SAFETY’ 
The railway postal clerks, at their 
national convention in Chicag o or 
October 
3, will probably adopt res­ 
olutions asking the g overnment for 
strong er cars— steel ones preferred— 
tó be provided for the mail 
service. 
The various divisions of the order 
have indicated that they favor such 
a move. 
On some roads mail cars 
with steel platforms have been pro­ 
vided. 
Experience has proved » hat 
they are much less liable to 
tele­ 
scope in 
case of accident than the 
old style 
of car. 
The present diffl 
culty in the way of the extensive ad­ 
option 
of steel in car building , rail 
way m#n say, is that It is j íctically 
impossible for the mills to fill the or 
ders for steel which they now have 
In sig ht. 


Many inquiries aie being 
made 
daily as to the status of the g as com 
j troversy between the city of Dixon 
and the Lee County Lig hting com 
pany and a brief statement of the 
•mutter WOtrrfT'^M TC'"T36 "proper at 
this time. 
The city council of the 
city of Dixon passed an ordinance 
July 23rd, 19 06, establishing 
the 
maximum price to be charg ed for 
g as furnished to consumers in the 
city of Dixon at one dollar per thous 
and cubic feet. 
This ordinance was 
published as required by law July 
25th, 19 06, and took effect and went 
into force Aug ust 5th, 19 06. 
The 
lig hting company by its advertise 
ments in the Dixon newspapers an­ 
nounced that from and after Aug ust 
1st, 19 06, one dollar and twenty-five 
cents per thousand cubic feet .would 
be charg ed for g as and no discount 
would be allowed as heretofore. 
Under such circumstances many of 
the g as consumers of the city do not 
know just what to do to properly 
protect their interests. 
Now, as the 
ordinance took effect on Aug ust fifth 
the company would be entitled to col 
lect upon the old schedule of rates 
up to that time. 
For g as consumed 
since Aug ust fifth 
the new 
rate 
should apply. 
But as the meters 
were not read on Aug ust fifth there is 
no way of telling bow much g as 
should be paid for at the old rate 
and how touch should be paid for at 
the new rate. 
So far as g as con 
sumed during the month of Aug ust is 
concerned the only reasonable thing 
to do is to pay for the same at the 
old rate unless the company can and 
will properly apportion the amount 
due for this month. 
For the month of September and 
thereafter there can be no question 
of apportionment and the new rate 
will apply for the entire time 
for 
which the bill is rendered. From the 
advertisements of the company it is 
but reasonable to conclude that it 
will resist the enforcement of the 
ordinance establishing the new rate. 
The city, of course, will take such 
steps as will be necessary in 
the 
matter but considerable 
time will 
necessarily be consumed in court pro­ 
ceeding s before the controversy is 
finally settled. 
Until the matter is 
finally adjusted the proper thing to 
do is about as follows: 
When the bill for the month of 
September and succeeding months is 
rendered by the g as company 
the 
consumer should tender four-fifths 
of the amount of the bill in cash and 
demand a receipt in full. 
If the g as 
company refuses to accept this ten­ 
der and g ive a receipt in full the con­ 
sumer can then either refuse to pay 
the balance and quit using g as, or 
he can pay the amount demanded un­ 
der protest and take a receipt there 
for. 
The receipt should show the 
number of cubic feet of g as paid for 
and should be preserved. 
If the or­ 
dinance establishing the new rate is 
sustained by the courts as a valid 
ordinance the g as consumers can join 
in a suit ag ainst the g as company to 
recover back the excess collected by 
the company 
after 
September 
1, 
19 06.

WHITESIDE MAN KILLED

Ulrich Lautz, residing near Como, 
died Thursday evening at 8 o’clock, 
death being due to a kick he received 
from a horse Tuesday morning . Mr. 
Lautz was leading the horse to the 
water tank an dthe animal whirled 
around and kicked him in the abdo­ 
men. 
Althoug h a physician was im­ 
mediately summoned, it was not sup­ 
posed that he had been dang erously 
injured, but later symptoms develop­ 
ed that he had been injured internal­ 
ly. 
He g rew worse Thursday and 
died later in the day.

Rate clerks of the 
several rail­ 
roads in all parts of the country if 
the lines adhere to the position taken 
that the clerks must make g ood from 
their salaries losses to the roads oc­ 
casioned by incorrect quotiDg rates 
Instructions to this effect have beei 
sent out by at least one line having 
headquarters in Chicag o, 
and the 
clerks are already beg inning to re­ 
bel. Other lines are expected to tak* 
similar action. 
Traffic manag ers have sent out no­ 
tices that the new ruling g oes into 
effect today. 
The circular states that under the 
law the railroad must account for 
every cent of earning s under the pub­ 
lished tariffs, and that if an error 
has been made in quoting the rates, 
someone must make up the loss out 
of his own pocket. 
The new statute provides that the 
g overnment may 
check 
up 
tbe 
books of the railroad companies, and 
if the examiner should find that the 
road received less than the proper 
amount for performing a service, the 
railroad must 
make 
explanations. 
The officials hold that the only way 
to adjust this satisfactorily is to 
make the man who committed the 
error pay out of his own personal 
funds. 
Hitherto when a rate clerk made 
an error in quoting rates the rail­ 
road charg ed the mistake to profit 
and loss, and dismissed the matter 
with perhaps only a reprimand to 
the employe. 
But under the new 
rule the profit and loss account, so 
far as these transactions are con­ 
cerned, will be abolished, and the 
railroad will g et tariff earning s for 
every service performde. 
Tbe rate clerks are a sick lot. They 
know that mistakes are bound tc 
happen, and that, despite all the 
care they are able to exercise in the 
rush of work they are sure to quote 
some rates too low. This will mean 
that they will have the error charg ­ 
ed to their salaries, and in some in­ 
stances they may find at the end of 
the month that, instead of having a 
pay check coming , they will actually 
owe the company. 
One thing has not been mentioned 
in the circular, and that is what is 
to become of overcharg es. The clerks 
are wondering if they will receive a 
portion of the money that is collected 
in excess of tariff rates because of 
their errors. 
Rate clerks, as a rule, are paid 
from $7 5 to $150 per month, and if 
the railroad companies 
persist in 
charg ing their errors ag ainst their 
salaries, it is likely that some of them 
will quit the service. As it is the mar 
g in between salary and living expen­ 
ses is so small that one or two errors 
per month would wipe it out and 
leave them nothing .

New Law Is Not To Rob the Public 
of Advantag es of the 
Railroad Wars. 


Between 2,000 and 3,000 persons 
from the East Dubuque and Dubu­ 
que districts are expected in Chicag o 
today and tomorrow as the result of 
a cut in passeng er rates announced 
by the Illinois Central railroad yes­ 
terday. 
The reg ular round trip fare of $11 
from Dubuque to Chicag o is to be 
slashed to $2. Ih e action of the ill 
inois Central is due to competition 
for excursion business out of Dubu 
que. 
One of the other roads an, 
nounced that it would sell round trip 
tickets from Dubuque tc Chicag o for 
$3, and the Illinois Central manag e­ 
ment immediately g ave notice 
that 
it would g o this fig ure one better by 
making the round trip rate from East 
Dubuque, just across the river from 
Dubuque, to Chicag o $2. 
The tickets on the low rate will be 
on sale at stations in the Dubuque 
district this morning and will Le g ood 
for return passag e up to and includ­ 
ing Monday. 
Thus it appears that the new law 
is not to rob the public of the advan­ 
tag es of rate wars and excursions, as 
several interpreters of the measure 
at first asserted. While the law says 
there must be no chang e in 
rates 
without sixty days’ notice to the com­ 
mission, another clause **ates that 
the act does not interfere with excur­ 
sion business. 
The present slash in 
ra te s—the 
first since the layr. became eflective— 
is made by the Illinois Central under 
the clause exempting excursion busi­ 
ness. 
As rate wars and cut fares 
are beneficial to the public, it is 
not likely on the g rounds of public 
policy th at the commission will draw 
any hair lines in construing the ap-

son has received a tremendous shock
